PIPE LINE DIVER 
PACKS HIS TOOLS 


Temporary Main t Must Be Laid 
to South Siders on Low 
Level Bridge, 


MANY LEAKS REPAIRED 
MANY MORE TO FIX 


In Meantime Diver Does Not 


Where He Has to Be An- 
chored to the Bottom to 
Stay Put, : 


After many attempts at the risk of 
dus Jife, the diver thas been compelled 
to give up ‘the work of repairing the 
water main at the bottom of the Sas- 
katehewan river, Many “leaks — have 
heen repaired nearer the shore on eith- 
er side, but the water is so swift, dirty 
and deep In the centre that il has been 
found Impossible at the presert time to 
make the repairs. The work will have 
to stand over now for another month 
or six’ weeks until dhe water clears up 
and lowers sufficiently to permit of the 
completion of the job. 

In the meantime he engineering d- 
partment has decided that in order to 
get pure water to the south siders, 
a temporarly water main will be. taid 


across the low Jevel ‘bridge. This wilt 
oonnest the new pumping plant -with 


the six-inch main now lald on the 
south side on the Glover Bur road and 
close to the sotth side approach to the 
bridge. The laying of this water main 
will commence Monday morning. All 
the material with Uic-exception of a 
few check valves is on hand, and, 
therefore, the laying of this pipe should 
not take more than two or three days. 

When it is connected with the new 
pumping plant on the north. side, Jt 
will be possible to give the south side 
a temporary supply of filtered water. 
On account of the main on Ross Road 
only belng of -s{x inches diameter, it 
will not -be possible to tay’ a larger 
main across the bridge, and therefore, 
the whole of the south side may not 
get the pure water until the Jenks fri 
the-main at the bottom of the nNver 
have been repaired, 

The engineering. department has been 
doing everything within Its: power to 
got this water service completed, but 
the present condition of the river makes 
{t absolutely tmpossibie. 

‘Nhe engineer even went so far a3 to 
try anchoring the diver down in. mid- 
stream, but this plan was too danger- 
ous and would not work. On several 
occasions while at:work the diver bad 
natrow escapes from being. injured by 
the log jams in.the river. !

Established in Alberta FARMING STATION 


Object of These Places is Two-fold-——One is to Work Out the 


Results of Experiments—Other is to Make Basis of 
Schools of Agriculture.

“agriculture: 


the province of Alberta has established 
six demonstration farms at different 
points in the province, these being lo 
cated respectively at Medicine Hat, 
Claresholm, Olds, Segewiok, Vermillion 
and Siony Plain. The object in estab- 
Mshing these farms, as set forth In a 
recently issued illustrated. report, is 
twofold. One is to work out in prac- 
tical demonstration, on a farm conduc- 
ted as any first-class up-to-date farm- 
er-would conduct his own — business, 
the results of the experiments made on 
the experimental farms operated by 
the Dominion Goyernment. in the 
province. The cther purpose is te 
make these farms the basis of Schools 
of Agriculture, three of which are now 
being completed at Claresholm, Olds 
and Vermillion. ‘These schools will be 
carried on in connection with the 
farms, and in them wili be given-a full 
course in practical agriculture, as well 
as & complete course in ~ domestic 
aclence. Graduation from — these 
schools will entitle the student to a 
diploma in practical agriculture, which 
Will admit him ts ths Provineial Agri- 
cultural College, to be established at a 
later date, where he may spend two 
yoars to complete hls course and take 
the degree of Bachelor of Scientitle 
Agriculture, The demonstration farms 
in connection with these schools will 
be carried on jn such a way that the 
student attending them will have the 
advantage of an experience in agricul- 
ture upon a commercial basis. 

The farms ali being operated on the 
mixed farming principle—dairying, hog 
raising, sheep raising, poultry farming, 
as well as the raising of horses, aud 
cattle are ail 
carried on. Accurate records will be 
kept.so that not only the students but 
farmers throughout the province. oan 
get first-hand {information as to actual 
results along different lines of agricul- 
ture, These farms will naturally be- 
oome Iye-stock centres, and the breed- 
ing of good live-stock will-be carried 
On at each, so that young. stock of 
d.fferent breeds and of- pure breeding 
ean be offered for sale to farmers at 
reasonable prices. The keeping of 
wood live stock on these farms will also 
klimulate the lve-stock 
that locality, and ip this way- very 
materially assist the development. of 
agriculture in the province. 


Object of System 


The object of this whole system {s 
primarly to bring agricultural ceduca- 
tion as near as possible to the men on 
the land. Thesa Schools of Agricul- 
ture, located as they are in different 
parts of the province, offer an induce- 
ment at the very door of the farmer to 
give his boy some training in scientiflo 
They supply the link be- 
tween the man on the land» and the 
langer central agricultural college in 
the province, ie 

From these schools, short courses 
in agriculture will be carried on, ~All 
the extension work in agricultural edu- 
cation will centre around these schools, 
The institute. meetings, the short 
course schools, the sced fairs, and the 
weed inspection ~can be effectively 
operated fiom . these schools as 
oentres, and the teachers in charge can 
also do very effective work during the 
summer months as district represen- 
talives, giving assistance to the farm- 
ers throughout the districts. : 

Alberta is especially an agricultural 
province. The basis of its wealth lies 
{n its vast areas of agricultural lands, 
The problems. whioh confront ‘the 
people, in so far as the commercial and 
jndustrial development of the gountry 
are concerned, rest basically upon the 
development of these vast agricultural 
areas. 

The province has a total area of 
162,755,200 acres. This {s more than 
equal to the area of Austria-Hungary, 
ft 1s double the size of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and more than 80,000 
gquare miles longer than New England 
States. From (northern to southern 
point of the province Is a distance of 
about 300 miles; and from east to west 
250. to 3800 miles. 

Throughout the vast area there is 
wide diversity of soil and climate. 
The problems which agriculture pre- 
sents In the south may not be presen- 
ted to the farmer in the © north, and 
eyen within a’comparatively few miles 
the difference in-conditions may be 
considerable, : z 

The figures giving the annual aver- 
age prescription {in four different parts 
of the province over a period of seven 
years, give some idea of climate con- 
dillong existing in the province over 
the period named. hey areas fol- 
lows: ‘Medicine Hat,9.82 inches; -Dids- 
burr, 21,78 inches; Edmonton, 417.48 
inches: Calgary, 416,44. Inches, 

These points have been selected for 
comparison because they represent 
fairly closely conditions prevailing in 
the different sections of the province, 

‘Add to the faotor of the  .varlable 
rainfall in different portions of the pro- 
vince the difference in the character of 
the sall, and some idea can be obtained 
of the factors necessitating a differont 
treatment. of the question of farm 
demonstration work in-the province of 
Alberta from any other Provinces In the 
Dominion. Manitoba might establish 
one farm at Winnipeg and find condl- 
{lons similar to” those prevailing in 
other. parts of the province. Ontario 
might work out {ts problems’ al 
Gueiph, but for Alberta It was deemed 
necessary to establish a number — of 
farms in different sections of. the pro-' 
vince, the better to serve the needs of 
the community. 

Then, too, a demonstration farm be- 
comes not only an observation station 
for solving the probloms of the farm, 
It also becomes a school—a means of 
disseminating {nformation to the whole 
district, and for that reason it was 
deemed advisable to establish smaller 
demonstration farms in different parts 
of the provinoe, x 

The Farms’ Equipment 

As already stated, six demonstration 

farms have already been purchased, 


* eculpped and are in operation, 


industry {n]- 


cine Hat, 640 acres, threo miles west 
of Medicine’ Hat; Claresholm, - 320 
acres, . adjacent to the town’ on the 
south; Olds; 320 acres, Just east of tho 
town; Sedgewick, 640 acres, cast. of 
the town; Stony Plain, 480 acres, a 
short distance to the south; Vermillion, 
320 acres, adjacent to the town on the 
west; Athabasca Landing 488 acres, 
one mile east of the town. ‘The latter 
has not yet been equipped, but the land 
has been purchased, ? 

Competent managers have been se- 
cured for each farm, the object being 
to cbtain {In each case a thoroughly 
practical man who would not only be 
in a position to guide the operations, 
of the farm, bué to assist in varivus 
other ways in the educational work in 
contemplation. A definite  bullding 
plan was outlined, and this has been 
practically all carried into effect. 

On each of the farms the following 
buildings were erected: Managers's 
house, $4,000; men’s lodging house, 
81,800; dairy barn, $8,200; horse 
‘barn, $2,400; hog pen, $650; four tien 
coops,$150 each; shed,  §500; root 
house, $700; ice house, $300; milk 
house and pump house, §500, 

These buildings are not extravagant, 
but If was essential, in yiew of ths live 
stock work which was being under- 
taken on these farms, that buildings of 
fairly substantial character should be 
erected at the start. On a farm used 
for demonstration purposes {tf was, of 
course, necessary to keep more varie- 
tles of cattle than would be cosidered 
wise onan ordinary farm. Provision 
had to be made for accomodation. for 
stook sintilar to that at present on the 
farms. 

Practically all the farms were raw 
prairie when purchased. The — land 
was broken about flve inches deep. 
The breaking at Medicine Hat, Sedge- 
wick and Claresholm farms was done 
in the latter part of May and June, At 
Olds and Stony Plain and Vermillion, 
where the soil was deeper and heavier, 
the breaking was commenced as soon 
as the spring work was completed, and 
continued unt{l the first week In Sep- 
tember, except for a few days when 
the ground was too dry. 

In the brush land, the breaking was 
done from seven {nches to nine inches 
deep In order to get below: the roots 
and make a thorough job of the plow- 
Ing. The land was thoroughly packed 
and throughout the season was disced 
and harrowed sufficiently often to hold 
the molsture in the ground and to assist 
in the rotting of the sod. - Effort was 
made to have the breaking thoroughly 
uniform, both as to depth and the 
clearness: with which the furrow: was 
out and» turned.-As8 soon.as the land 
could be worked Jn the°spring, a. S00d 
sced-bed was prepared, and where the 
land’ seemed’ dry'a packer was uscd 
after seeding, In most cases-this was 
not necessary as the pressed uiill was 
used on all the farms, and most of the 
ground was in excellent condition from 
the breaking of the previous summer. 
Some? fall plowing was done, although 
the ‘pressure of other work: in getting 
the farm In shape prevented as much 


being accomplished as otherwise would 


have been done, 

At Meciicine Hat some farm land *vas 
broken three inches deep early in the 
season, and later, when» the sod was 
rooted, this was backset lo a depth of 
five and one-half Inches. The. land 
was packed and harrowed immediately 
after plowing in each case. No crop 
has been taken off this as yet, and it 
is impossible to get report of results. 

Various Crops Sown 

The soll being widely different on the 
various. farms, — there js <considerable 
variation in the crops sown.  Kharkoff 
wheat was sown al: Medicine. Hat and 
Claresholm, ‘Spring. wheat was sown 
at Medicine Hat, Claresholm, Sedge- 
wick and Vermillion, —-The © varieties 
used were Hed Fife, No. 46, and Mar- 
quis. The soil of these four farms Is 
of Nghter nature’ than at Olds and 
Stony Plain, consequently permitting 
earlier sowing and more rapid ripening, 

Oats and barley were sown on all the 
farms, not only for seed purposes but 
for feed, and the oats fora supply of 
green sheaves for feeding to all classes 
of stock, ‘ ey. 

At: Medicine Hat some Turkestand 
alfalfa was sown, about ten pounds per 
acre, A seed-bed was. prepared by 
summer following the previous year, 
On ground so well prepared It might 
be well to use a little less seed per acre 
as the stand séems to be too thick, 
Small patches of alfalfa haye also been 
scyn at Sedgewlok. and Vermillion, 
Right’ acres of corn were planted at 
Medicine Hat, which reached the helght 
of seven feet. This was. cut and 
stooked In the field, later  belng run 
through the cutling box, and ts now 
being fed to the dalry. cattle. 

At Medicine Hat, Steny ‘Plain and 
Vermillion from* seven to ten acres of 
potatoes were grown on each farm, the 
yleld running from 250 to 800 bushels 
per acre, Turnips and-mangels were 
srown at Sedgewlok, Claresholm and 
Stony Plain. The turnips: gave much 
larger ylelds than mangels, and were 
an, exeecdingly good crop on eevry 
farm,

Believed Canada Furnishes 
Good Opening for Women of 
Educated Glasses in Horti- 
culture and Agriculture, 
Vernon, B, G. July 5—Belleving

for girls and women of. the educated 
classes, in horticulture and minor forms 


¢} of agriculture, and that there js In Eng- 


land a consideraple — number of girls 
who are anxious ‘to take up this kind of 
work overseas, the colonial intelligence 
lerzue, of which the president is RLR. 
Princess Christian, of Schieswig-Hol- 
stein, has established a settlement at 
Vernon, B.C. Here it {s proposed to give 
English girls, who desire to embark on 
enterprises of this nature, the neces- 
experience of local methods of.farming 
and marketing their produce, This is 
not to be a training college, but an ex- 
perimental station where’ they may 
Yearn local cond{iions and gain experi- 
ence before starting on their own -ac- 
count, 

Miss’ Snelus, the” superintendent of 
the first selllement to be established by 
the league, arrived at Vernon a few 
days ago and {s now busy superintend- 
ing the erection of the house and the 
laying out of the fifteen acres of land, 
on the Coldstream ranch, which has 
been purchased. She is at present 
staying at the Grange Hotel but states 
that she will camp out on the ranch 
shortly in order that she may be ina 
better pesition to supervise the work of 
preparing the settlement for ts future 
occupants. 


Send Tralned Women 


It is promised each year to scnd out 
eight or ten women, who haye been 
trained in horicultural colleges In the 
old country, and who will be: -already 
experienced in the minor agricultural 
arts—poultry. rearing, bee keeping, 
vegetable and small fruit growing. — it 
{s thought that this type of woman Is 
especially sulted te Canada on account 
of her physique, love of an open. air 
Ife, and training in the subjects above 
named, _For them it Is highly neces- 
sary to have Canadian expericnoe be- 
fore invesling what capital they may 
possess, and‘this experience will be ac- 
quired dyring thelr twélve months stay 
in the settlement. 

It is belleved that if the first settle- 
ment In Vernon’ proves successful, goy- 
ernment: aid will be granted to. future 
settlements. 'The purchase money. for 
the land has» been found by staunch 
supporters of the scheme, the site hav- 
Ing been selected: by the Hon. Mrs. N, 
Grosvenor (chairman of the © Colonial 
Intelligence league) and Miss Cohen 
(vice chairman) who visited’ Vernon 
last year, Jt Is anticipated that the cost 
of the erection of suitable buildings, 
the laying out and planting of the farm, 
and running- expenses for two years 
will amount to about $15,000, and it Is 
believed that after about two years the 
farm, under proper management, will 
be self-supporting, 

Farming on Small Scalo 


Miss Snelus states that the trained 
women horticulturists who.will:be sent 
out will not be charged fees during 
their year's residence at the settlement, 
but it is possible a few boarders may 
be taken in at first’ to help the settle- 
ment to pay. Miss Snelus is an: ex- 
perienced horticulturist, having. been 
for some time head of the Colonial 
training college, Stoke Prior, England, 
and she has the assistance and advice 
of a local committes, which ineludes 
Mr. George Hegelt, Mr. and Mrs, Kid- 
son and Mr. Gilbert Parker. She pro- 
poses to utilise the land for mixed 
farming, on a necessarily modest scale, 
at the start—to grow fruit and vege- 
tables, and to keep a cow, poultry and, 
possibly, bees. 

This being {n the nature of an experi. 
mental station, the settlement will nat- 
urally be run on the soundest commer- 
olal Unes, producing whatever will be 
most profitable in the particular locall- 
ty. In the words of the Hon. Mrs, Nor- 
man Grosvenor, ‘We want, df possible, 
to show that women can make a living 
out of the land, and to give ithem en 
opportunity of seeing how it oan be 
done.” 

Miss Snelus has been given com- 
plete control of the administration of 
the settlement, but she will take a 
broad and comprehensive view of the 
possibilities and glve her committee a 
full account of the oonclusions to 
which she arrives. In a letter to Miss 
Snelus, Mrs. Grosvenor states! ‘We 
believe this’ experiment to -be one 
fraught with immense possibilities for 
good both to the’ women themselves 
and the country where they will settle, 
and we have every confidence In your 
eagerness and ability to carry Ji 
through to @ successful issue.”’

FOR CONSIDERATION 


A more ridiculous and childish position than 
that adopted by Mayor Short when he refused ‘to 
answer the question put by Alderman East as to 
whether he, as mayor, had tried to employ the 
Calgary street railway superintendent at $10,000 
a year, and upon what authority, could scarcely. be 
credited ming from a man holding the posi- 
tion of importance and responsibility of mayor of 
Edmonton. 

Alderman East’s question was justified by the 

circumstances, and was admissable both by the 
section quoted and the spirit of the charter of 
which Mayor Short claims to be the author. He 
was entitled to an answer. 
‘Instead, the mayor fizzes up like a soda foun- 
tain, and splutters a malediction at the alderman 
intended to convey the idea that he, in some way, 
was responsible for the failures of the adminis- 
tration last year and that in his capacity as an 
alderman he had never accomplished anything for 
the benefit of the city, whereas the speaker, his 
worship the mayor, was accomplishing great things 
to unravel the tangle which came to him as a 
legacy from his predecessor. 

Waiving the point that the mayor’s diatribes 
do not constitute an answer to a perfectly legitl- 
mate question, but on the contrary constitute a 
direct refusal upon the part of the mayor to abide 
by the provisions of his own charter, the mayor’s 
position, even upon his own statement, makes him 
absolutely ridiculous, 

Alderman East was not the administration last 
year, nor was he even in harmony with the_ad- 
ministration.

VERY IMPORTANT 
PART IN LIF 


When New-York Authorities 
Close Them on Sundays No 
More Studio Lunches, 


“OTHERS WILL BE 
HEAVY. SUFFERERS 


Highbrows Probably Do Not 
Fully Appreciate the Stellar 
Role Which These. Institu- 
tions Occupy in Great City, 


Naw York, June 26.—Now. they are 
trying. to regulate the delicatessen 
shops, and the vendors of ready-made 
meals must keep their establishments 
olosed a part of each Sunday, being 
allowed to open them only in- the 
early morning and late afternoon, Per- 
haps the high brow authoritios and 
disciples of Epictetus who ave trying 
to tell the scamps of New York how 
to live, do not fully appreciate the 
stellar role in the greater city’s. do- 
mestic life the delicatessen shop has 
assumed, An Instance! 

Up around the small end of Long- 
acre square there lives a young man, 
who has a studio and frequently he 

ato suppers to a group of friends, 
gives luncheons, dinner parties and 
most of whom are recruited from the 
theatres that infest the district, He 
mentioned one of his feeds when wrli- 
ing to bis mother, a dear old southern 
gentlewoman, noted for her cullnary 
artistry, who knew that the son, when 
at home, did not know a spider from a 
collender. How could he give a studio 
dinner, she asked him, unless he could 
afford to bave~ an expensivo caterer 
pend it In? 

How It Progresses.

But providing for ‘studio bachelors 
fx (he least.of the over-worked dell- 
oatessen’s troubles. Hundreds of 
thousands of men, women and ohil- 
dren, whole families, live in this man- 
nor, All over Manhattan. there are 
furnished rooms rented for) “light 
rhousekeeping’, and their» ocoupants 
draw allithelr- food supplies from ithe 
Ultle shops. And they are notvalone. 
Houssholders occupying flats. and 
apartments get their meals already 
prepared from the dolicatessen | and 
bother with nothing but coffee in thelr 
tiny kilohencttes. «

Another is the smallness of the aver- 
ago New Yorke apartment. — Tswo-by- 
twice dining rooms without cupboards 
offer no place: for the storage of food 
end the diminutive kitchenottes: have 
fo buy enongh ahead to last. over the 
no space for the keeping of uncooked 
vegetables and meats. If ono wants 
next day she must perforce put {t on 
the fire escape, and this not only fa 
risky, but {3 forbidden in most.of the 
better apartnents.

Austria- Hungarla hi has. gathered in} 
Ada Kaleh, a tiny bit of Turkish: terri- 
tory that-lies in the Danube Just above 
the Iron Gates. and near the point 
where the three» countries—Servia, 
Hungarla and Roumania—meet, says 
an. Orsova despatch, 

The explanation of the annexation Is 
somewhat simple. ‘Tne Island, from its 
position, is of considerable strategic 
valne-and its possession by Servia 
would, in case of war between the two 
countries, be embarrassing to Austria. 
The Turco-Balkan treaty provides that 
land north of the Enos-Midia Ine shall 
go to the allies. Austria however, 
since 1878 has held a sort of military 
occupation of the Jsland, although the 
judicial! status of the land) has. never 
been regulated. Now by annexing it

Omitted in Borlin Treaty 


Ada Kaleh is “the Island that was 
forgotten.’ — Overlooked by the mak- 
ers of the Berlin treaty it became an 
often cited instance of the little ano- 
malies and mistakes that creep inlo 
great treaties. The breath of Bul- 
garia and Servia separates tne island 
from-Turkey and for thirty years it 
has been the last Danublan outpost 
of the Ottoman Empire, a point where 
ine tourist, without going south of 
the Danube, could “put foot on Turk- 
{sh soll’ and a convenient place for 
poaching and smuggling Turkish —to- 
bacco, sweets and silks. 

Orsova bostmen, in their 
gall boats or ii long skiffs with bat- 
like oars, take the visitor to the —{s- 
land In about thirty minutes, ~ Kia- 
mil, who proudly —olaimed the owner- 
ship of the boat he “‘operated,” put his 
hand Into the depths of his bagzy trou- 
sers and showed two big bunches of 
cigarettes, “As he watched the  frag- 
rant smoke roll from the ones that his 

assengers had lighted he said, ‘Ada 
Kaleh, plenty,’ and held up his ~ fin- 
gers to indicate a price less than one- 
third asked on Hungarian soll. ; 

The island Increases jn beauty as 
one approaches {t.. Tho flelds séem to 
grow brillant In the sunlight and the 
shadows deeper. green’ In the cool 
shades, great clusters of flaming. red 
roses dot the landscape, and the roofs 
of Jittle Turkish houses with thoir lat- 
tleed harem windows. and tha ‘white 
slender minarets appear above clumps 
of plum-trees. From almost the cen- 
tre of the {sland rise the walls of. the 
ancient sivonghold with Its rows of 
slitlike- windows, a most pleturesque 
ruin, 

Kiainil said that he would 
to the mainland in an hour.

Leopold {. bulit —{t 
to help. in the .struggle against ‘the 
Turks, but after the’ fall of Belgrade 
in 4789, It came into their possession 
and in spite of the many. efforts to 
wrest it from them: it remained ono 
of their northern ah ongholds, 

The mosque {s bhilt on the ruins of 
the old rampart, itboasts of a fino 
carpet that was tho gift of a Sultan, 
The mosque has besides Sreat strings 
of wooden balls hanging on the walls. 
“They are used whén a good Moham- 
medan dics," said the aged sexton, 
“for It [8 necessary on such occasions 
to say ‘Allah be merciful to him’ 70,- 
000 times. There are 4,000 balls and 
we collest seventy pergons tn a ring, 
Kneeling they all say {he words as 
the balls pass, and In. that way’ the 
70,000 prayers are soon said. 

Through another gateway the ba- 
zaar quarter ig reached. Here all the 
business of the {sland {s done and in 
a little openair cafe the Turk smokes 
his narphiles, drinks deliolous  blaok 
coffee or alps rose petal Jelly and water, 

Hoses grow luxuriant In every oor- 
ner and every. person at passes 
carries them; men wear them In thelr 
fezzes and sashes, Austrian customs 
officers’ have them stuok in thejr 
blouses, little girls with their hate 
and eyebrows died with benna haye 
them In garlands around their necks, 
even the sombre robed~ women — with 
their faces covered with black masks 
carry bunches-of them as they click- 
olack thei heels along the pavements, 

Of the 800 people on the {sland al 
most all are Mohammedans, Each has 
his own-little bit of ground = which he 
holds by suffranoe from: the Sultan, 
who, asthe head of the army, is owner 
of all. the soll. The Governor of Mufti 
comes from Constantinople. Neither 
he nor the four gendarmes_ that 
came with him ever have much to do.

Since gas Is of such importance to 
Edmonton, if the experts report that 

~ they have found an adequate supply, 
ithe citizens will soon be asked to vote 
on the question. 

A brief outline of the hostiry of arti- 
ficial and natural gas should ba of 
{nferest to the citizens at this time, Tho 
wondenful progress made.in developing 
land expanding the uses of gas since {t 
was first discovered is marvellous. 

, History of Developments 

Mat these developments may be 
understood, a history of artificial and 
naturalgas from the first discovery to 
the present date may be summed up as 
follows: 

it is now. thirty years since those 
mlercsted in the manufacture and sale 
of sas had their attention walled to the 
elociricity the “new Lldminant’ which 
avas then brought into use and which 
practically threatened to wipe out: the 
use of gas for lighting purposes. « The 
manner in which tbe predictions, of 
those who foretold the doom of gas 
lehting did NOT come true is now, a 
matter of history. 

The invention of Baron von Wels- 
bach saved the > situation, and it: fs 
> owing to his invention of the inean- 

‘descent mantle ‘that gas truly owes its 
‘present position as the cheapest and 
-most efficient artificial illuminant: to- 
lay, These_incandegeent mantles camo 
fnlo use some twenty yews ago, sand 
' the progress made along this jine since 
Js sufficient to fill any one with amaze- 
ment, . 

Long before the distillation of ool 
vas found lo produce illuminaling gas, 
natural gas had been observed to issus 
from the fissures of the earth, al- 
i though it was ‘not known unlll long 
afterwards that this was simply coal 
‘gens which had escaped from the coal 
“strata underneath, 

In 1726 the first experiment . was 
made on the destructive distillation of 
ooal, the ags bein gput into a bladder 
and tied down. lt was then found 
‘that afler several days the gas’ would 
‘burn at the end of the pipe when igni- 
ted as long as the bladder was present. 
,Thls experiment was ‘one of the first 
ideas of the present day gasholders. 

There are three names In connection 
iwillh the first discovery of the fact 
that the eet of coal would yleld 
“a gas that could be used for (lighting 
purposes, namely «a. Frenchman, 
/Minckelers, a Dutchman, and Murdook, 
4 Scotchman, xt ‘i 

They Worked Independently 

It 1s quite evident that these three 
tworked independently, one not know- 
{{ng what the other was doing.- How- 
jever, Murdock was the first man to put 
ihls invention into practical and -com- 
mercial use. Mr. Murdock was born 
fn Ayreshire on August 25th, 1764. In 
‘the year 1792, he'carrled on.a number 
of experiments in: the — distillation of 
coai at Redruth-in Cornwall where he| 

ighted his house and: office with gas, 

In 1798 -he returned. to Boulton & 
Watts works at Soho, . Birmingham, 
here hé constructed a plant which is 
slill in preservation, With this plant 
he lighted the principal building of the 
Soho Steam Engine Works. After a 
strenuous life Murdock died at Hands- 
avorth on November 15th, 1839, 

Gas al this date was practically un- 
purified and little was known of» Its 
properties and many requirements, as 
for example the method of measuring 
the gas, : 

One of the first-things found out by 
the pioneers was that the gasworks 
must be within easy. reach of a trans: 
portation system. In those early days 
there were no railways and

quently the gas works were built neat 
the waterways so as to reduce the cost 
of carrying the coal and coke to and 
from the works, Nowadays since coal 
fs chiefly conveyed by frail, the gas 
Works are, Wwherover possible, oon- 
Structed near a railway, where a siding 
usually rung into the works and the 
retort house. 
Question of Pressure 

Almost invariably ‘the site selected 
for a gas plant is the lowest part ofa 
town, so that the muecessary pressure 
may be secured for consumers without 
the aid of booster pumps. In, recent 
yeiu's high pressure distribution has 
come to the front and the gas ix com- 
pressed into the distribution system. 

The general layout of a gas. plant 
consists of a retort house fur distilling 
the sonal, A condenser is put in and 
is usually close to the retort house. 
This is-used to condense the gas to at- 
mospheria temperature, after which a 
washer and washer scrubber are used 
to lake out the ammonia and several 
oiher impurities. 

Between the condensers 
wrshers are placed) the  exhausters 
which draw the gas from the retort 
house, thus preventing any pressure in 
the retorts themselves. In this way 
the gas is foregd through the othe 
sections of the plant. Finally the gas 
ig passed through purifiers which ox- 
tract the sulphuretted hydrogen, car- 
honic acid, carbon bisulphide and other 
sulphur compounds. ‘Tile gas is then 
registered by 9 station meter through 
which {ff passes to the gasholder for 
storare. ' ¥ 

Before . reaching the distributing 
mains the gas passes through what is 
known as the governor. . The gas- 
holder, owlng to its great weight, cau- 
ees the gas to go forward at a greater 
rate than would cnsure economy to the 
consumer, and therefore must be gov- 
erned before leaving the works. It ls 
ragulated by welgshting the bell with 
water and as this descends dt opens 
{he valve thus allowing the gas to pass 
through to the varlous districts, The 
above briefly covers the -manufacture 
at coal gas. 

What is known today as natural ga3 
was noticed by the human race ages 
ago through Its 
but the great reservoirs of this won-

In the 
city of Claresholm {t took 12°” years 
lo-sink-a well toa depth of 1200 feol, 
whilevat the present day a well’can be 
drilled toa depth of 2000 feet in about 
90 days, according. to the nature’ of 
the strata through which {he drill pas- 
ses,

When 29s was found associated with 


oil-in the oi} wells it was at first con- 
sidered. a nuisance, and it was not un- 
til the year 1883 -that-it was. put to 
sommercial use and. supplied to con- 
gumers for domestic and manufactur- 
Ing purposes. 

In Pennsytvania Fields 

In June-1884, the celebrated West- 
Inghause Well was discovered, ‘This 
greatly accclerated the natural gas 
industry, It soon reached enormous 
proportions in the Pennsylvania fields. 
Since that dale natural gas has been 
developed In many parts of the North 
American continent. In the year 1906, 
gas pumping stations were first intro- 
duced into Kansas City, when gas for 
the various uses of the elty was pump- 
ed from long distances, 

The inoandescont mantle has practi- 
cally revolutionized gag lighting. When 
ras was ‘first used il was burned from 
the end -of a pipd. ~ ‘This method 
wasted gas and save very little Nght, 

It is velated that on one occasion 
when Murdock, the. inventor of gas, 
was giving a demonstration . in gas 
lighting -he found that his gas holder 
was nearly empty, His method of shut- 
fing off the’ gas was with a clay plug, 
but on this occasion It was mtssing. 
His wife's thimble being near, he put 
it over the end of the gas pipe, ‘The 
Tho thimble having several small holes 
In‘It, he found that he could get ten 
times more Ifght with the same amount 
of gas when consumed — through the 
holes. ‘his’ discovery led to. the 
first gas burner a few years later. 

Today practically all the gas light- 
ing is» done with the incandescent 
burner. The. two essentials of an in- 
candescent light are a bunsen — flame 
and. a mantle. The 
has probably done more than anything 
elsé for the prosperity of-gas lighting. 
We owe to it all the designs of gas 
fires, gas wookers, gas broilers, gas 
Irons and many other appliances now 
in use. 

Dr, Welsbaoh while boiling a solu- 
tion conlalning salts of rare metals 
and earth found that the ffime of his 
bunsen burner when playing on some 
of the salts which had bolled over be- 
came luminous. He then devised a 
mantle to fit over the burner, and

Now Industry Croated. 

This discovery has given birth to an 
industry which finds employment for 
thousands of people, as not only mant- 
les aro manufactured but the ‘system 
of lighting has brought in its wake 
many subsidiary industries such as the 
manufacture of globes, chimneys, lan- 
terns and ingeniously devised fittings. 

It may be of interest here to say 
something of the manufacture and 
composition of the modern incandes- 
cent mantle, It has been found that 
the oxide of thorium emitted light 
when heated, but. when a little oxides 


of cerium’ was added the light was 
considerably increased. All. mantles 
as now manufactured depend upon 


these two oxides, and they are used in 
tne proportion of 99 per cent, 
of thoria to one per cent. of ceria, 
The metals to be used (99 parts 
processes in {tS manufacture—pro- 


cesses to which the general users 
never give more than a passing 
thought. There are three fabrics 


from™which mantles may be formed— 
cotton, ramle and silk. , A long cylin- 
der of cotton or ramie net is woven by 
machinery and cut into short pieces 
about eight inches in length, according 
lo the size of mantle required. These 


.|Pleces are then sewn up at one end 


with an asbestos thread to provide the 
support for the mantlo. , 
thorium and one part cerium) are dis- 
solved in nitrio acid forming nitrates. 
The-raw mantles are then thoroughly 
soaked in the solution and. stretched 
upon e conical mould. The mantle is 
then burned off which destroys the 
cotton fabric, leaving only the oxides 
of thorium and cerium, ‘These oxides 
retain the same shape as the cotton 
fabrio but the mantle is considerably 
reduoed In. size. 

In the process of burning, the, mantle 
is tempered and shaped. When this 
's done it is dipped in a mixture of col- 
lodion which is gun cotton dissolved 
in ether and alcohol: and oastor oil. 
The castor oil prevents. the mantle 
from shrinking when the’ collodion 
dries. The mantles are then ready 
for packing, 

The Inverted type of burner has be- 
coma very popular especially for in- 
door HUghting and greater  efflolency 
can be obtained from it than ‘from the 
ordinary upright burner. Other in- 
ventions in. conneotion with lighting 
have come forward: until now arrange- 
ments can be attached so that the gas 
may be lighted from a switch on the 
wall In the same manner that the elec- 


tric light “fs turned on* “Street lights’ 


can also be lighted 
from one central point.

In fact, this 
season has seen Prince Albert spring 
Into. the Hmelight In this connection 
with no small amount of success, One 
shipment of live foxes went out of 
this city only last week, this being al- 
most the first. The industry here ts 
only young yet. Despite this fact, it 
{a estimated that close to half a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of live foxes will be 
exported from Prince Albert thir sta- 
son. 

A fox farm, {In which today are 
housed some 80 live and vigorous ani- 
mals, {8 already located. ho estab- 
lishment {s under the management of 
H. Yewdall. - This week, as near as the 
promoters of the scheme can figure 
out, they will increase their stook by 
approximately 100 animals, most of 
which are now being collected in the 
north country and prepared for imme- 
diate shipments. 

Last year Mr. Yewdall took up tha 
Hye fox scheme, but with comparatlve- 
ly little success. This season hig et- 
forts*and well-leid plans promlsa ex- 
tremely well. Experfence has taught 
him Many things in the business. 


For Live Animals. 


For {nstance, the fur dealers and tho 
Indians of the north had to be educated 
to bring: down the live animals instead 
of the skins and more dolioate ar- 
rangements made for transportation.

drilling was done through soft rock. 
The engineers say that ‘for brilllancy of 
performance it does not come up to

branch lines now radiating from Biggar 
are also expected to open up an almost 
unlimited market for local brick and 
tile products in the near future, there 
being a 50-foot depth of clay. availabla 
in the vicinity for the manufacture of 
these products. 

Building activity In Blzgar this sea- 
son Js exceeding all past records for 
this part of the west, Including as It 
docs the extensive construction work 
of the G.T.P. in the way of yard facl- 
lities, additional roundhouse 
machine shops and offices, A large In- 
flux of railway employees is anticipated 
in view of this development.

CANADIAN INDUSTRIES 
STARVED BY-SCHEME 


In Many Respects Similar to 
Chicago Drainage Canal 
Idea Which Dominion Gov- 

~ ernment Fought So Long, 


Ottawa, July 5.—Another  interna- 
tlonal question reopening ‘the rather 
vexed Issue of a division of interna- 
tional water powers, Is Involved in an 
appeal received by the government 
from — the Michigan-Lake. Superior 
Power company. It came through the 
United States. secretary of war, with 
the suggestion that the lwo govern- 
ments refer it to the joint international 
waterways commission, 

What Is sought by the company is 
the privilege of damning St, Mary's 
river at Sault Ste-Marie In.order to in- 
crease the flow of water to the works 
of the Michigan-Lake Supenior. com- 
pany, at the American Soo. 

Compensating works to prevent the 
levels of Lake Superior being injur- 
Jously affected are proposed, The 
application is accompanied by plans 
and profiles of the proposed work and 
the compensative undertakings in con- 
nection with it, 

The matter doubtless will go to the 
waterwafs vommitlee for full investi- 
gation, but It is evident that there will 
be objections: not only from a local 
standpofat, but also: from navigation 
Interests on the Canadian side, which 
‘stand to be prejudiced. i 

It Is believed that the dam will have 
the effect of diverling much — water 
which flows through the Canadian 
channel and also furnishes power. to 
the Lake Superior company. 

In many respects it is similar to the 
Chicago drainage canal scheme which, 
{t will be recalled, -was vigorously 
combatted by the Canadian govern- 
ment and ullimately. rejected. 

A, G. Boyce, M.P. who is in Ottawa, 
when told of the proposal, stated that 
the American. interests already: have 
the larger Stice of the water, the 
arches of the international bridge be- 
ing three quarters on that side, 

“If this scheme goes throught,’ he 
said, “It simply means. starving the 
Sanadian industries."

They Furnish a Paradise for 
the Sportsrnan, and They 
Afford Good Shooting and 
Fishing Near Their Shores, 
One among the many advantages 

possessed by the city of Edmonton ig 
the close proximity to some of the 
most beautiful lakes in the prairie 
provinces, Many of the residents have 
become acquainted with this faet and 
have purchased small plots of land on 
the shores of these lakes on which 
they either haye  bullt or intend to 
build summer cottages, 

Gull Lake, situated nine miles from 
Lacombe, is considered one of tha 
safest lakes for the children on av- 
count of its very gently shelving beach, 
giving ample scope for bathing without 


the slightest danger. his lake is 
seven miles “long and is a splendid 


sheet of good clear water suitable for 
yachting, motor boating and canoeing. 

Cooking Lake, on the Grand Trunk 
Pacifle, is a most picturesque sheet of 
water, with many bays, islands and 
promontaries. The true fisherman 
will rejoice to know that several thou- 
sand black bass were turned loose two 
years ago and these are reported to 
be doing well. 

Good Motor Road. 

This lake is reacied by a good motor 
road all the way from the city, a dist- 
ance of 22 miles, or by train 
the return fare being 90 cents, 
The railway does not pass the best end 
of the lake, but motor boats meet the 
trains, This is very convenient for 
those who have no motor cars and go 
out by train. 

Although this lake abounds In fish, 
they are very difficult to cateh with 
rod and-line. Some of the seeluded 
bays afford very good duck shooting in 
season, With a canoe it is possible to 
make a trip to a number of smaller 
lakes where the wild fowl are not dis- 
turbed and good shooling may he ob- 
tained. 

Wabamun ‘Lake, to the north west 
of the cily on (he C.N.M, is another 
heantiful sheet of water, abounding m 
fish whith, unlike those in Cooking 
Lake, are very ready lo take the bait. 
Some very good catches are often ro- 
ported by the most experienced ang- 
Many people express freely their. 
opinton that this lake is Edmonton's 
best summer resort owing to its close 
proximity to the city, its beautiful 
spring-like water, its good fishing and 
bathing. ~The lake is sufficiently lange 
io give ample scope for the amateur 
yachtsman as well as the oarsman and 
motor boat lover. 

Best Picturesque Lake 

Still another lake, and this. perhaps 
more picturesque than the others, Is 
Island Lake. As ils name implies, it 
is dotted with islands of various sizes. 
This lake Js not so well known as tho 
others being mere difficult of access. 
It lies four miles to the south of Cook- 
ing Lake and is beautifully surrounded 
with hills which are magnificiently 
covered with birch, poplar and spruce. 

This lake also abounds In fish, while 
the dusk shooting at the end of Sep- 
tember Is all that could be desired. 
The surrounding woods are allve with 
partridga. and a few prairie chicken, 
A few deer are found in the vioinity of 
this lake, but owing lo the roughness 
of the country they are not disturbed 
very often. + 

Of all the lakes In the Edmonton 
district, the sportman’s paradise is the 
Big Hay Lakes, some forty-five miles 
from the city and sixteen miles from a 
railway, This lake is true to its nama 
being very marshy at one end, It. [s 
therefore the natural feeding und 
breeding ground of wild duck. It is 
at this lake that the northern ducks 
congregate on their way south and 
many a large bag of mallard, blue bill 
and) Widgeon haye been secured hy 
the hunters at this place. The Journey 
from.the railway is rough and hard 
and only those who are real sportsmen 
make the journey to this lake, 


FIRST MACHINE GUNS, 


The firat rapid-fire machine gun, the 
Mitailiouse, was the invention of a Belglan, 
and was patented in Franco fifty-three 
years ago. Two years later fiehard Jor- 
dan Gating, an American inventor, pro- 
duced the first crude Gatling gun, which, 
with many Subsequent Improvements, has 
been adopted by all the armies of the 
word, and has long since superseded the 
mitraifleuse, The latter was still in. use, 
however, at the time of the Franco-Prus- 
stun war, and {s “dry, shiteking, terrible 
sound’ was described by many writers 
as adding a new horror and destructive- 
ness to war. The frst machine ‘gun con- 
sisted of thirty-seven barrdls: secured In 
a frame around an axis, ‘The whole of the 
charges were fired at once, so that at 
short range the Dullets all went to nearly 
the same spot, ‘The number of rounds 
could not pe regulated at pleasure, — and 
only. volléys could be fred. These and 
other defects were ‘corrected in the Gat- 
ling gun, one of the most destructive in- 
struments of modern warfare,

Frank Farrell, president of the 
Highlanders, sent scouts to watch 
Keating's work, and purchased the 
youngstor for 86,000, Keating ro- 
ported dn September and lost» four 
games before the season ended, One 
of these was a 4 to 4 defeat by the 
Chicago White Sox in a Sunday game 
at Comiskey. Park on September 15, 
In which Keating held the 80x to 
seven hits and made sucha good {m- 
pression that keen critlos predicted 
a future for htm. 

When Chance's men got away 80 
badly this spring, Keating for a tima 
was the only pitcher who could win 
for the Peorless Leader. Despite the 
low standing of the olub, he has been 
successful In half the games in which 
he has officiated, 

Keating, who stands nearly six feet 
high and welghs about 180 pounds, 
relies almost entirely on his spltball, 
with a change of pace, to keep the 
batter guessing, Unlike many ~ moist 
delivery artists, he seldom “bluffe'?

carded,

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SPEEDWAY HERO MEETS 


DEATH ON THE TRAC 


Harry C, Knight Known as the Hero of the Indianapolis} » 
Speedway Was Killed When His Car Turned Turtle— 
Mechanician Died—Body Badly Mutilated. 


Columbus, Ohio, July 3—Harry G.; Jonesboro, Ind., near Marion. He was 


Knight, of Indianapolis, known as the 
hero of the Indianapolis Speedway, was 
instantly killed, and his mechaniclan, a 
native of Houston, Texas, died at a hos- 
pital late tonight from a fracture of the 
skull sustanied this. afternoon when 
thelr var blew a right rear tira end 
turned turtle on the 100th Jap of the 
200 mile automobile race under the 
auspices of the Golumbus Automobile 
Assoclation, Knight had beef out of 
the race for thirty minutes because of 
engine trouble and had just re-entered. 
He was said to have been running at 
70 niles an hour when the aceident oc- 
curred, Johnny Jenkins, of Springfield, 
Ohio, was behind Knight a short dist- 
ance, and according to some of the 
witnesses, ran over Knight's body 
which has fallen on the track. 


Radly Wiutllated. 

Jenkins declared he ran over some- 
thing, but doés not quite know wheth- 
er it was a body or a part of the ma- 
Chine. Knight's head was badly smash- 
ed and the top partly torn off. His legs 
were driven jnto his arm pits and the 
remainder of the body badly mutilat- 
ed. When the tire blew up the car 
turned over twice and landed in an up- 
tight position, Ths mechanician was 
thrown out at the frst turn and suffer- 
ed a fractured skull, Knight was pin- 
ned and mashed under his steering 
wheel which fell out just as the car 
finally righted. Ralph De Palina who 
was following close on the heels of 
Knight and Jenkins, was running at a 
hish rate*of speed, but. managed to 
Bhave by the wrecked car without 
smashing into It. The accident occur- 
red almost inimediately In front of the 
grandstand and was witnessed by 
thousands of spectators. : 


Hero of Speedway, 
Although Knight gave his residence

23 years old, He gained the Lille of 
“Hera of the Indianapolis speedway," 
several years ago When he smashed in- 
to a brick wall in preference to run- 
ning down a driver who had been 
thrown from his car to the track. 
Just previous to the time had start- 
ed again Knight had been ofiicially de- 
clared out a race because of the time 
lost with engine troubles. Regardless 
of the oMeials he re-entered the race. 
Ralph Muiford won the race, breaking 
the world’s records for 200 miles on 
a direct track, He made the distance 
in three hours 241 minutes and 48 sec- 
cnds. ‘The previous time was made on 
the Columbus track last year by Spen- 
cer W, Hart, in a Wishart, in three 
hours, 28 minutes 4 41-2 seconds. : 
Harry Endioott was second with the 
time of three hours 45 minutes and 
4455-100 seconds. Ernest Reeder 
was third with the lime of three hours 
AT minutes and 65-100 seconds. Ralph 
De Palma finished fourth and Just 
within the prize money with the time 
of four hours 42 minutes and 641-100 
seconds. Prizes aggregated $5,000.
